ToDay's HAND was played 
at 13 different tables In. the 
recent Eastern Bridge Tourno- 
ment, but only one pair bid the 
slam.

certain items to remove the

The editorin! noted that the 
Japancze Government would ask 
the conference to lift the em-~ 
bargo on four non-strategic items 
—paper,, .spinning machinery, 


woollen goods and dyestuffs. 


The editorial urged that Japan 
should strive to acquire a clear 
Idea regarding ‘the 
Japan's trade with Red China 
and form a definite conclusion as 
4o shat materials should be held 
or restricted, 


The Nihon Keizal observed 
that it is natural that Japan as 
well as countries: in Western 
Europe should seck to relax the 
restrictions on trade to a certain 
extent since they are more ‘in- 
terested in trade with Red China 
than with dhe United. States. ., 

it is also natural, it con/mued, 
that the embargo on Red China 
trade which was imposed during 
the occupation should be re- 
examined from a fresh view~ 


In” conclusion, the oditorial 
calied on the confere fo 
odopt a trade policy which will 
win Japan’s voluntary co- 
operation.—France-Presse.

That rapid expansion of road

forward at: a Conference on Civil’ Enginecring 
Problems in the Colonies, convened by ‘the 
Institution ‘of: Civil Engineers in London. 


In a paper on the 


néed for ‘Colonial road 


research, Mr H. W. W. Pollitt urged that use of 
the’ most expensive forms of construction should 
be delayed until information shows them. to ‘be 


justified. . 


He emphasised the need for more research in the 


Colonies themselves on many road problems, 


and gave 


some instances of research work already done in Indivi- 


dual Colonies. 


In the Gambia, the  prelimi- 
nary steps have been taken to- 
wards laying experimental 
bitumen-sand mixes,  ~ 
Experimental bituminous sure 
focings have been laid in the 
Gold Const and Nigeria, where 
very interesting work on burnt 
cottcnsoll reads includes experi- 
mental pre-mixes made with 
the burnt-soll aggregate. | 

In Nigerln experiments have 
also been made on cement and 
‘bituminous, stabilisation and 
with the applicatlon of surface 
dressings directly to subgrades, 

The -effect of incorporating 
rubber in bitumen is belng in- 
vestigated in Singapore and 
Malaya, where a number of un- 
specified experiments are also 
said to haye been carried out 
by individual engincers, 


CENTRAL LABORATORY 

Experiments on the use ‘of 
calcium chloride and molasses 
en laterite ronds have been 
made in Uganda and it io pro~ 
posed to study, the running 
costs of Public Works Depart~ 
ment vehicles’ In relation tu 
type of road used. 

In Tanganyika an experlmen- 
tal sand-clay road has been 
ecnstructed, and considerable 
uttention has been paid to the 
development of brushing tech- 
niques = for _* carth-and-gravel 
toads, based on the systematic 
method originating in Nigeria. 

In Kenya field experiments 
bave been madé on the use of 
Stabillsingg agents, and studies 
have been made of the molsture 
conditions beneath failed roads. 
The Materlals Laboratory has 
also made ‘laboratory investiga- 
tions of a number of stabilisers 
and cf the properties of the 
more dificult coils. 

Mr Pollitt recommended the 
establishment of a cenjral 
Colonial Research Laboratory, 
or, falling that, of regional 
laboratorles;..for..example, . East, 
West. and Central African 
Laboratories: : 

WATER PROBLEM 

Problems ‘of water supply, are 
among the most complicated 
factors of development in many 
Colonial Territories and some 
of them were discussed by 
vorious authorities at the Con- 
ference. 

In Tanganyika, for instance, 
existing permancnt water sup- 
phes sre widely spaced and the 
areas serveg by them ore be- 
coming over-populated. The 
number of cattle is increasing 
and over-grazing of tho areas 
round the ‘present waters « is 
becoming serious from the point 
of view of soil erosion. 

Explaining the nature 
varicty of Tangahyika’s water 
development problems, Mr L. 
L. R. Buckland -pointed wut 
that little progress Has been 
made tn the developrnent of ir- 
tigation except in connection 
with the growing of rice, | and 
that there is scope for large 
seale irrigoticn for rico _grow- 
ing in the valley of the Kilom« 
bero by diverting and canolising 
the streams flowing into the 
valley from the surrounding 
hills, . # 

Southern Rhodesia is among 
eountries where steady develep- 
ment of water resources is_tak- 
ing place, and Mr P. H. Havi- 
land told.the Conference that 
good. results had foliowed tho 
Government pollcy cf sub- 
sidising -both soll conservation 
measures ond water conserya- 
tion works. The work of. -.the 
Department cf Conservatfon mm 
promoting better farming 
methods ond frcater absorption 
of the rainfall 1s helping con~.
